An Idahoan looks inside a Soviet courtroom 



(Editor's note: Idaho Attorney General 
Wayne L. KIdwcll Is one of 12 young 
American political leaders who recently 
■ returned from a thrcc-weck tour of the 
Soviet Union. While in Riga, Ulvia, they 
ottended portions of a criminal trial and 
Kldwell was permitted by the minister of 
Justice to take unprecedented pictures of 
the trial. In the following dispatch written 
exclusively for UPI, Kldwell gives on 
American lawyer's Impression of Soviet 
Jusllce.)

BOISE (UPI) - As Ihe door to the 
courtroom was openeil by Ihe i^iard, a 
muslysiDcllhltus. 

Peering over Ihc six or elglil rows ol old, 
stralglit-back benches,.! could see Ibrcc 
persons silling al an elevated Judges' 
bench or desk ol the back of the room. 
Obviously, they were presiding Judges. 

As all 12 of our delegation noisily filed In 
and look our scats on the Jiard wooden 
benches, 1 was sombwhat Jolted by 'the 
imposing hammer and sickle ol»vc the 
' presiding officials. 

Tlic room was the size of a typical 
American courtroom liul was arranged 
qulle differently. The three rather 
youtliful Judges, one a woman, .sat 
ca^unlly leaning .forv.;ard "n the hard- 
backcd.wooden choirs, I noted that there' 
was on nir of informalily attoul ihc entire 
proceeding and that the two men did nol 
even have ticson. 

Immediately ToTlTc left was n woman in 
a dark blue uniform with some kind of gold 
Insignia on shoulder boards who seemed to 
be doing most of the talking, I was told she- 
■Was the prosecutor. On query ohout the 
Uniform' I was Informed that It. was 
optional with her whether or not lo wear It 



when 'she Was prosecuting a case. 
Evidently, thai day she had chosen to wear 
It. The uniform gave a stem, somehow 
mllltnrisdc attitude to the proceedings. 

Directly across from her on Uic other 
side of the room was a whitc>haErcd 
genllcmnn who rarely said anjlhlng, kept 
his head down al the desk with two pieces 
of paper In front of him. I noticed he kept 
his hands folded. He was identified as ttie 
defense lawyer. I mentally contrasted this 
^vlth Ihe way most U.S. defense attorneys 
nllmept to moke Ihclr presence (clt In a 
courtroom, 

Closer to the audience and on h raised 
l)ox_-ii*horc normally a Jury would l>c 
impaneled In an Am\!rican courtroom, sat 
a Ihln, llrcd-looking man of about 40. who 
was .being tried on the charge of og- 
gravalcd (second offense) attempted 
rape. We were Informed that Uiis carried a 
possible death penalty. 

The man was dressed pooriy In a faded, 
ill-fitting, checkered shirt over creascless 
trousers. He needed a .sliavc, which 
accentuated his almost bulging eyes. \Vhat 
, typo of man this was, standing trlol maybe 
for his life, never came through. II /as 
clear, however, that he was less ominous 
appearing than those In authority nround 
him. On each side of the accused were two ' 
ramrod-sliff Soviet soldiers in traditional 
_ dr^ab green. More soldiers slood at the 
back of tlic room with riftes.'Thc bright 
red Rtar on the soldlera' hats was thc only 
splash of color b) the room. 

A young lady was tearfully testifying 
against Ihc accused. When It cdme time 
for- cross-ejtamlnatloni" 1 was dumb- 
founded that the accused himself stood up 
to a.sk the questions. Ills defense counsel 
sat with h^cad lowered, acting bored with

As long as there is the chance of someone falling 
in a ditch, sincere attempts should be made to 
prevent that from happening. . 

If the construction company involved is not 
providing adequate warning signs and barriers, 
then the city should step in and insist on such. It 
could save the city some money in the long run, 
when the expense of a possible lawsuit is 
considered. 

Conflicting voices 
fieardinU.S. 

The recently released poll of the American mood 
conducted by Potomac Associates is indeed a 
fascinating study. > 

The poll, which is the substance of the report 
entitled "State of the Nation III," was an extensive 
survey of Americans' thoughts in 1976. The 
contrasts between the 1976 findings and the 1974 
poll areprlicularly noteworthy. 

Two major areas in the poll are worth some extra 
thought by all Americans. 

First, the poll showed that Americans think that 
the Soviet Union has pulled even, with the U.S. in 
terms of overall power rating, but that the U.S. 
should take measures to remain the world's most 
powerful nation even if that means running the risk 
of involvement in another war. 

Secondly, the poll indicated that Americans are 
not automatically against big government. 

It showed that taxpayers aren't against govern- 
ments spending more in certain areas, and one of 
those areas is defense. " 

The irony of this report, then, is that on one hand 
the mosLpublicizcd news_aboilliheAmcrican mood 
"these-daysis the -so-called- tax payers' revolt and • 
the concurrent talk of cutting,down big government 
while on the other hand, Americaiis say they .are 
willing to spend even more millions on big 
government, at least in defense. 

How does a taxpayer's revolt, with such items as 
Proposition 13 in California and the 1 percent 
initiative in Idaho, jive with a poll showing that 
Americans arc willing to sfjend more money 
making sure. America stays number one in the 
world? 

These two moods don't fit together well because 
the nation probably will not spend much less money 
and continue to remain on par with' the Soviet 
Union's military technology. 

Americans_should consider the di^flcu[ty_facing 

our policy makers who listen to one chorus of 
voices singing of a tax revolt while another chorus 
chimes in for keeping up with the Soviet Union on 
military matters.

Lawyers'

Here are all these distressed letters 
from lawyers. Most ot them arc hurt 
rather than angry. A few days ago in 
this space, 1 published the Guiding 
Principles for the Conduct of I.lfc and 
naturally included a precept which, one 
would suppose, even children follow 
intuitively, "Avoid lawyers" it advised, 
under almost all circumstances. 

In Justice to all lawyers wlio felt 
maliciously slandered, let me assure 
members of the profession lhat there 
w.is no such intent. 1 like lawyers. Some 
of my best friends arc lawyers. 

If a sister asked wl,;thcr I minded' 
her marrying a lawyer, my answer 
would be. "certainly not. particularly If 
he ,1s. a successful lawyer." If he was 
not, I miglit urge ner to consiuer a 
dentist before doing anything irrever- 
sible, but not because I. believe dis- 
counts on bridge work are intrinsically 
more valuable than free interpretations 
of the Constitution. 

It is simply that if things came to 
divorce, her lawyer would be able to . 
obtain more alimony from a dentist 
than from an unsucceissful lawyer. 
Brother.'! have to consider unpleasant; 
possibilities like this when sisters ask 
for advice. 

I should add that no sister has ever 
asked my advice about whom she 
should marry. Why. j'ou may ask. 
should I add such personal informa- 
tion? To make a record in case ! am 
hauled Into court, that's why. 

It Is not inconceivable lhat some 
. lawyer rcadlng-Jliese very words has 
once asked for the li.uul ol a sister bf 
mine in marriage and Ikcii rejected. If 
HO, it is [lot Inconceivable Ihul this jilted 
lawyer mighl sue me, using the words 
atxivc as evidence that I committed 
willful damage lo his personal lite, 

- Whether sudi ii suit Is possible hi law 
. I do not know, but it Is iiest to act 6n Ihe 

assumption that once you fall into a 
lawyer's line of vision ailylliing Is 
possible. Not' long ngu I read of a case 
out west In which n tailed son had a 
lawyer suing his lather and molher for 
notnilsinghlmrigJit. 

It the courts are going to lei poor old 
parents be lied up at law for 
"malpnrenting," it is entirely jiossihle 
that lawyers may also start "malbrot- 
hering"', suits against people like me. 
Apparently Ihe only people left who 
can't be suecl at the drop of a writ are 
Judges who order unpleasant things 
done u'pon marc or less helpless people. 
' Tills, at least, Is what, the Supreme 
Court ruled not long ago in a woman 
who had been sterilized by court order 
as a child tried to sue the Judge Who 
orden;d her sterllUiition. Not ticing 
'Judges, moat of us have to ,watch our ■ 

- steps. For this reason, I want to make 
.tlierccordrlghthcre: no sister has ever 
■ asked mc lor marrlatie advice concern- 
ing anyone. Including lawyers. 

Making tho record is something that- 
must always be done with great care 
when, considering the ' possibility of. 
Involvement with lawyers.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Here is a proKrcas 
report, from the firounds of the Hirshhom 
Museum and Sculpture Garden on how sculptor 
Mnrk dl Suvcro Is coming along maklnf! a work 
o( art from 35 tons of scrap Iron and steel he has 
collected across the nation.

Kniutit staled lab te.sts revealed some kind of motor oil or fuel 
was iwurod on wood al the ' 'hot spot" of the fire behind pin boll 
niaehlneslnKvIo'Kbnr. '

Nicklaus who personally loves the course. "You put this course 
over there and they'd say It's the worst golf course they've ever 

isccn." 

I The Royal and Ancient Club, which traces its roots to the very 
•tK^nnings of golf, has elicited such phrases of enduarmenl and 
: bewilderment, passion and fur>-, for the past century. It [,s unlike 
; anything in the United Stales, allhougl) Tom Watson said 
I Tuesday that some of the fairways remind him of Augusta 
National, 

, The most unusual feature of St, Andrews Is M doul>le efeeas, 
! meaning that those 14 holes share .seven enormous greens, ttu 
largest green, serving the fourth and 14th holes, covers almost 
on acre. - 

Another perplexing distinction of the G,y;i3-yard course is 
hidden bunkers, some as deep as 10 feet. 
The Royal and Ancient old course will host the British Open
